The manure heaps must be 
called into lequisition, and if there is not 
snflieient of it, then the aid of artillcial 
manuio must bo invoiced. Corn must 
have ii'ch, mellow soil, and it pays well 
to put the corn Held in this contlitioi: 
e\en at considerable expense. 


RAISING CHICKKXS. 


Last year ivo tried an expel Imcmt with 


raising chickens, and wore so well pleas- 
i fi with the result that wo are raising 
them in the same way this year. Chick- 
ens on n farm are by many condemned 
for the reason that they destroy more 
than they are worth; but 1 think by the 
following method that chickens can bu 
raised at a good profit oven on a farm: 


Last Spring my llrst brood of chickens 


ciimo oft about tlio last woolc in April. 
I took them away from tlio hen, putting 
them in a small, dry pen, titled up with 
an old blanket, undnr which they might 
go when they wanted covering. I mndo 
a small yard for them where they might 
run in tho warm, dry weather, with a 
spot of green grass, and also spaded up a 
placofor them to wallow in. They lived 
and seemed to flourish as well as it under 
the care of tho mother lieu. In a week I 
made an addition to my Hock by putting 
in another brood. Theso seemed to get 
along as nell it not bolter than tho (Irst 
biood, for the older ones would servo to 
I'.cpp tho younger ones warm on cnld 
nights. I kept adding to my pou until I 
had fiftj.fivo chMtcus, all the way from 
one day to six weeks old, 


They were kept confined until tho 


joni)£t?«t chicks were two weel<sold,whcn 
I girto them their liberty. They never 
striyed away from tlioir pen but a short 
distance, always to bo seen about the 
barnyard or near their pens, and just as 
happy as if with a hen. I neverfed them 
except in their yard, and whtai they were 
hungry (here is whew you would find 
them. At night or during a shower they 
would always bo found in their ponr,, 
thereby saving all trouble of hunting all 
over tlio farm af tor them. >rot having a 
mother to lead them oil Into tho gmln 
fieldsor gardens, they did not tread down 
the grain or destioy any vegetables, 
Neither did they got drabbled in tho wot 
grass by following n hen on her morning 
rounds. Xor did they get far enough 
away from tho trees and buildings to bo 
caught by hawks or prowling foxes or 
hkunks, as soiue. of them certainly would 
have been with a lieu. Wo did not lose 
a chicken by tho hawks last Summer 
"Whole number lost, seven, which died, as 
chickens always will, from no assignable 
cause, leaving forty-eight sound chickens 
for market or home consumption. Tho 
cost of bleeding had been but slight, the 
ootlior had been scarcely anything; tlio 
time spent had been a roul pleasure.; the 
crops destroyed by them were none; tho 
six hens, which if allowed to go with tlio 
chicks would have been of no profit, had 
said a number of dozens ot eggs, and tho 
chickens were larger and in hotter con- 
dition than if they had followed tho hens. 
I think this is the best way to raise chick- 
ens onlhe farm, and at no distant day 
more will be raised in this way than any 
other. It there aio better ways I should 
like to bo enlightened,
